It 
consists of a transmitter and a receiver, 
each som ew hat smaller than a ty pewriter 
ami connected as in the telephone b y an 
electrically « b arged wire 
The ex peri­ 
mental ex hib ition in Chicago tin« week 
was entirely successful and the results 
truly wonderful 
With the transmitter the writer simply ( 
writes his message, and that written tntf 
sage is reproduced in facsimile on the 
receiver at the other end of the line b y 
means of an electrical pen or pencil. This 
is a vast improvement on the telegraph 
and 
telephone, b oth 
of which it will 
doub tless eventually supersede, 
In the 
first place this wonder working machine 
dispenses with the services of ex pert < p 
orators, ami can b e worked at any hour of 
the day or night, whether tin re is any 
one at the other end <>! the line to receive 
the 
message 
or not. 
As the receiver 
works without any attention,person* hav 
ing telautograph connetions « an b e fur 
nished with dispatches or messages with 
out the present troub le of receipting for 
them. 
By this means those furnished 
with a telautograph can make arrange­ 
ment« with a telautograph company

to receive telegrams simultaneously with 
their reception at the central office, or, 
rather, instead of passing through the 
central oftlcie and b eing sent a« now b y 
a messenger b oy the sender of a dispatch 
or message will b e ab le to communicate ;
